After the expe- 
rience he hag had for more than three 
weeks with the applicants for office, h* 
is in a condition of mind, no doubt, to 
prepare the message which he promised 
in his inaugural, making a fixity in the 
tenure of office. 


Both the cabinet and the senate hold 


longer sessions than usual to-d»y. The 
former, it is understood, devoted much 
time to the discussion of an extra ses- 
sion, though precisely what it did is a 
purely speculative matter from the fact 
that nothing decisive is announced. It 
is asserted that the extra ssision boom 
is knocked in the head. Yet late last 
night one of the two influential mem- 
bers of tho cabinet stated positively 
that there would certainly be an extra 
session of congress. In regard to _ its 
influence upon the Presidential appoint- 
ments, the same member stated that 
very few offices would be filled at pres- 
ent. These would be appointed to fill 
existing vacancies. This accords with 
the known views of the President. "The 
changes which are contemplated in the 
civil service will be postponed until 
congress ia out of the way," says this 
Presidential adviser. "If an extra ses- 
sion is called, however, it is likely to 
be much larger than the administration 
calculates, and throw a good many hon- 
est patriots out oi time." 
While the 


extra session scheme has been industri- 
ously worked, there are symptoms of its 
having been overdone. In evidence of 
thia is the large number of protests 
against it which have been sent to the 
President from all parts of the country. 
In the meantime a good many people 
are on the anxious seat awaiting tbe 
verdict which is to send them home or 
not.

Light Brahmas, says a writer in 
ie Aon*** Farmer, as a rule, lav 
[50 eggs in one year. They will 
ay 100 of that number between the 
Irst day of December and the first 
of June. My pullets, as a general 
rule, comn-ence laying at 6 months 
old; that is, if they are hatched in 
March they will commence laying 
in August, and continue te lay all 
winter with proper caw. Now I do 
not state this as mere guess work, 
but from actual experience with this 
breed of fowls for several years. 
The Leghorn fowl will lay the 
largest number of eggs in a year of 
any fowl I know of; but if they lay 
in'the winter season you must have 
a very warm -place for them. 
They 


will lay 170 eggs in a year, or 20 
more than the average Brahma, but 
they will lay the largest share ot 
this number in the summer season, 
while the Brahma is attending to 
other duties, either sitting on her 
nest or bringing up her numerous 
family. The Leghorns, being non- 
sitters, can put in their spare time 
laying the extra twenty eggs, which 
usually are worth five or six cents 
per do/en at this season of the year. 
One other point I wish to make is 
that Brahma eggs will weigh seven 
to the pound while it will take eight 
of the Leghorns. 
This, of course, 


does not make any difference in 
their market value so long as they 
are sold by the dozen, but for home 
use it certainly does. 
I am well 


aware there are those who think it 
is all in the feed, and not m the 
breed. I know that feed of the 
proper kinds and served up in good 
tjiape has a good deal to do with it, 
but not so much as some believe. 
You may have the best breeds, and 
leave them to get their feed the best 
they can and roost in the trees, and 
I am very certain they would not
